ACADEMY FOR THE BLIND 
GETS FAVORABLE REPORT 


That the superintendent and trus- 
tees of the Academy for the Blind, at 
Macon, are earnest in their efforts to 
economically and efficiently operate 
the institution, is the report made by 
the house committee of the general :s- 
sembly, appointed at the 1911 session 
to make an investigation -f the ad- 
ministration. 

The committee has recommended 
that the legislature make an immedi- 
ate appropriation of $14,700 to carry 
out improvements decided upon by the 
trustees. A new infirmary building, 


thecommittee to take care

A laundry building, costing about 
$3,000, barns and stables $750, a 
pumping plant $2,250, a servant house

The committee urges that the legis- 
lature allow the trustees to proceed 
immediately with the erection and 
equipment of a water plant, pointing 
out that tue supply from the springs 
on the ground will greatly relieve 
conditions.

“Millet hay makes excellent forage 
if cut at the right time and cureg in 
good order, but it is full of sap and 
very likely to mold, in which case it 
causes kidney trouble with horses. 
Farm and Home says that a very suc- 
cessful Massachusetts farmer cuts mil- 
let with a. self-binder and reaper, 
stacks it up in shocks and lets it cure 
out in this way. It never molds, even 
under the bonds, if dry when cut, but 
it will mold if wet with rain or déw. 
After being cut, it may stand out 
through several rains withcut spoui- 
ing. This saves a lot of time in 
handling the crop. It can be stored 
away in the mow much easier than if 
loose, for it is cut after the hay is in 
and must go to the top of the barn.

SOME POULTRY LESSONS 
FROM THE PLANTATION 


UMMER-HA.TCHED chickens. 
When I was a boy I spent about 
ome-third of the year on my 

grandfather's plantation near Mar- 
shaliville, Ga. It was, of course, a 
typical southern home of the long ago. 
An old mammy-—a full-blooded Afri- 
ecean—had full charge of all of the 
poultry on the place—<chickens, pea- 
fowls, guineas and turkeys. This 
kindly old woman was an expert 
Chicken doctor. She raised = every 
year hundreds of chickens, no one 
knew how many. ‘They were never 
counted. I do remember, though, that 
my grandmother was never satisfied 
when the number of turkeys raised fell 
below 100. 


Guineas roameg over the fields, lay- 
ed thelr eggs in the cornfields, the 
fence corners and in the woods. I 
will never forget how we (me and 
the little nigs) used to go armed with 
@ long-handle iron spoon on an egg 
hunt. The spoon was used because if 
we used our hands to take the eggs 
the guineas would “quit the nest.” 
Sometimes a number of guineas would 
lay in the same nest and when we 
found a nest of this sort we would 
get, of course, a large numDer of eggs. 


Hid Their Nests. 

It would sometimes happen that 
several of the guineas would lay to- 
gether in a nest that was so wei] hid- 
den that we could not find it and three 
or four of the hens would hatch off 
a number of chicks at the same time. 
It would take some time, several days, 
to get them to the chicken yard, for 
they were just like partridges. If 
they were first discovered in a fence 
corner where there was grass and 
weeds they woulg quickly disappear. 
You had then to put a little nig to 
watch them until they came out into 
the open, when three or four of the 
pickanninies would drive them up to 
the yard. 

Of course there was always a large 
flock of geese kept on every southern 
Plantation. Our ancestors never glept 
on mattresses, but always on feather 
beds that weighed from 30 to 60 
pounds; therefore, geese were a neces- 
Bity. 

Then, there was. the 
duck and the Muscovey. The turkeys 
were often allowed to hatch their 
eggs, where they were laid, but many 
of them laid and set about the yard.

Now I have time and time again 
recommended the use of Jerusaelm 
oak as a vermifuge for young turkeys. 
I learned this from old Aunt Yancey, 
the old African woman referred to 
above. The little turkeys were Kept 
in the yard about the dwelling, until 
they were strong enough to be furned 
into the fields and the woods. Aunt 
Yancey was put in charge of as many 
of the little darkies as she wanted to 
keep watch over the flock. They were 
allowed to roam over the place and 
in the afternoon were driven home. 
They soon formed the habit of going 
to their roosting piace. 

Now I frequently drift back in mem- 
Ory to those happy days, when the 
negro on the old-time plantation was 
the happiest mortal on earth. Master 
and servant loved each other then. 
Well, that good old African in those 
far-away days taught me many things

No May Chickens. 

No one could ever induce her to 
hatch a chicken in May. She set the 
hens on the ground. She always had 
an abundance of eggs winter and sum- 
mer. 

I have heard a great many people 
who have always lived on a farm speak 
A raising turkeys as one of the lest 
arts—mother and grandmother raised 
numbers of them, but “I cannot.’’ This 
old African was in possession of this 
lost art. I often wish that I had 
learned more from the old African 
woman about raising poultry than I 
did. 

There has been a larger number of 
chickens hatched out this summer than 
ever before in the history of the state. 
Baby chicks have been bought by the 
thousands. I am sure that I have re- 
ceived perhaps 100 letters asking how 
to cure little sick chickens. 

A large number of these letters con- 
tain a self-addressed stamped envel- 
ope. “Please answer at once, I am 
afraid that they will all die if you wait 
to reply through The Constiution,” 
they say. 


Quit Summer Hatching. 


Now to all who have summer-hatched 
chickens let me say the only remedy 
that I have is this: Quit trying to 
raise chickens in the summer; but if 
you will not, take this bit of kindly 
edvice, and hatch them out, or buy 
summer incubator hatched baby chicks, 
then kill and burn every one of them 
that is in the least droopy, for !f you 
cure them they will be runts that will 
eat their heads off before they are 
large enough for food, and beyond this 
if allowed to live until they are grown 
they are not fit to be used to breed 
from. 


As to Pure Orpingtons. 

George Nelson, Atlanta, Ga-—Dear 
Uncle Dudley: I have a few young 
chickens from a cock sold me as a 
Buff Orpington. Two or three of these 
have yellow legs while the others have 
white legs. Being an advocate of 
pure breeds I would like to get you to 
judge this cock and young stock as to 
whether they are pure Orpingtons or 
not. 

Answer—There are five different va- 
rieties of the Orpington fowls. They 
were built up by Mr. Cook in a won- 
derful way, by crossing several breeds.

by Mr. Cook tn producing this 
fowl. 


ered on tneir legs, and their legs are a 
beautiful yellow. 
tons have a good percentage of Dorkin 
blood tn them, and they have white 
legs, not feathered. Your Orpingtons 
have bred back to the Cochin, and 
consequently it sometimes happens 
that they have pale yellow legs, with 
feathers on them. This is no indica- 
tion that they are impure, Of-course, 
you must cut out those which have 
yellow and feather legs, and not use 
them to breed irom. 

The American fowls are all built up 
oy other birds, and it frequently hap- 
pens that they breed back and aré 
marked with the same characteristics 
of the various fowls that were their 
encestors. This also happens with all 
of the Orpingtons. I helieve, how- 
ever, that the Orpingtons are ag free 
from this oreeding back pDtopensity as 
an} nixed breed of which know.

There is no danger of its burn- 
ing the foliage, which the paris green 
will do if applied too strong. It does 
not wash off, even in a heavy rain, 
and it is cueaper than paris green.

Some Good Soiling Crops. 

The most suitable green crops are 
alfalfa, where it can be grown, clover, 
peas and oats, barnyarg millet and 
fodder corn, says Pr -rtessor J. B. Lind- 
sey in Farm and Home. 

Clover seed may be sown at the 
rate of 15 to 20 pounds to the acre, in 
late July. The first qitting may be 
made about July 10 of the following 
year, and usually another cutting in 
August. The clover will yield good 
returns fortwo consecutive years, 

Alfalfa at the rate of 30 pounds seed 
per acre can be seeded with one-half 
bushel of oats about May 15, or by 
itself in late July. Three. cuttings 
may be expected yearly: one about 
June 20, and two others in early Au- 
gust and September. 

Peas and oats at the rate of one 
and one-half bushels each year may be 
sown about April 25, May 10 ang May 
25. and cut as soon as the oats show 
the head, usually about June 25, July 
6 and July 17. 

Barnyard millet at the rate of 186 
quarts of seed per acre cap, de sown 
May 15, June 15 and June 20. The 
first seeding will be ready about Au- 
gust 1 and the three sgedings will sup- 
ply green feed durmg most of the 
month. Millet requires moist land and 
wil) suffer if sown on light, leachy 
soll 

Corn is par excellence the most 
satfsfactory green feed for late August 
and September. Stowell’s Evergreen, 
Longfellow and Rustler’s White Dent 
are all satisfactory varieties, Corn hag 
the advantage of not toughening like 
many crops, and of furnishing an in- 
creasing amount of palat.uble and di 
gestible material as it approaches ma- 
turity.

Mr. Hard thinks that “there will 
be a revolution before we get it into 
our heads that trying to trade a sweet 
disposition or an intelligent apprecia- 
tion of opera or a proficiency at ama- 
teur tennis for three meals a day is 
a fraud.”

Whites and Blacks 
Mingling. 


Prominent citizens of West End tese- 
tified in police court yesterday after- 
on that white women mingled night- 
ly until midnight with negroes in 
“Holy Roller” meetings, held by the 
latter at their church on West End 
avenue, between Lee and Henry streets 

Cases of fallure to abate a public 
nuisance were tried by <Acting Re- 
corder Guess against George Cudger 
and Charlie Bowden, the alleged lead- 
ers of the religious clan. The meetings 
were ordered to cease or move to ane 
other section of the city. 

Five residents in the vicinity of the 
“Holy Roller” church appeared in court 
to push the charges. Stating that the 
meetings were held until midnight, and 
tlhac the disturbance created by the 
dcinonstrations of black and white er- 
licgious fanatics could be heard for 
blocks; they declared that it was im- 
possible to sleep within a radius of 
four plgecks of the church, 

T. J. Hunton, of 37 Lee street, tes-. 
tified that he had reported the disorder 
to the police once before, and upon the 
‘ollowing night had been aroused from 
his sleep after midnight by a crowd of 
nesrscoes Gencing upon his front porch, 
shouting ‘n ‘unknown tongues” and 
caruvusing wild.y. He summoned the 
pol.ce. but t.e negroes left before the 
officers’ arrival.

“In behalf of the academic 
gouncil I have the honor to present for 
the honorary degree of doctor of laws’, 
Dr. William Crawford Gorgas, colonel 
in the medical corps of the United 
States army, member of the Isthmian 
canal commission and chief sanitary 
officer of the Isthmian Canal Zone, 
formerly president of the American 
Medical Association, physician and 
sanitarian of the highest eminence, 
who by his conquests of pestilential 
diseases has rendered signal service to 
his profession, to his country and to 
the world. With high administrative 
capacity and with full command of the 
resources of sanitary sclence Colonel 
Gorgas has given to the world the 
most complete and impressive demon- 
stration in medical history of the ac- 
ecracy and the life-saving power of 
our knowledge concerning the causa- 
tion and mode of spread of certain 
dreaded epidemic and endemic diseases.

Cutting. and Shocking Oats. 
The proper time to cut oats ts just 
before the heads turn yellow. There 
are two or three days just before ma- 
turitv when the heads are white, but 
are not entirely ripe. If cut at this 
period the oats will ripen and cure in 
the shock, giving a brighter color, and 
are not so likely to snatter as when 
they are left until dead ripe. The best 
form of shock will v_ry with the ripe- 
ness of the grain Shock threshing is 
a pernicious pjrac‘ice. “here is no ex- 
cuse for damaging the palatability e 
oats by putting .them through the 
sweat in the bin, writes J. Franklin 
Newman in Farm and Home. Oats 
can be staeked and threshed for prac- 
tically the same money as when they 
are hauled directly to the machine. 
When the oats are sweat out in the 
stack there is much more air around 
the grain, and it comes out bright in 
color and crisp in texture, There ig 
usually one grade’s difference between 
stacked and shock threshed onte in

More Building News. 


Work onthe excavation for the skKy- 
scraper which Joel Hurt will erect af 
Edgewood avenue and Exchange place 
is expected to begin in the near fu- 
ture.

GOING WITH ROOSEVELT 


Washington, June 29.—(Special.)— 
Congressman George Curry, of New 
Mexico, has announced to friends that 
he will not be a candidate for re- 
election to congress, as he will break 
away from the republican party and 
support Theodore Roosevelt for presi- 
dent in the coming campaign. He said 
today that he would not participate 
hereafter in the distribution of New 
Mexico patronage. 

“I propose to support Colonel] Roose- 
velt, if he is a candidate,’ said Curry. 
“I know that this means temporary 
political retirement for me, but my 
duty is plain. The colonel has stuck 
by me through thick and thin and I 
will stick by him. If the democrats 
nominate a progressive New Mexico 
will probably go democratic next fall. 
The republican leaders have communi- 
cated with me and urged me to sup- 
port President Taft, but I have told 
them that I cannot.” 

Congressman Curry was a captain in 
the Rough Riders, and later a regular 
army officer in the Philippines, where 
he served as governor of several prov- 
inces, and as the first choice of the 
police of Manila. He has a splendid 
record. President Roosevelt made him 
governor of New Mexico and later he 
came to congress. 

President Taft is encouraged over the 
poor prospects of the third term party. 
Reports received at the white house 
indicate that Roosevelt will not have 
much backing, and that leaders once 
with him, on the show will refuse to 
follow him out of the republican party.

Statement by Clark. 

After his conference with Mr. Hearst, 
Senator Stone, David R. Francis and 
others, Speaker Clark issued the fol- 
lowing statement:

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BRYAN IN DEATH GRAPPLE 
WITH THE TAMMANY LEADER: 
WHAT WILL BE THE OUTCOME? 


By F. Staart Crawford. 

Baltimore, June 29.—(Special.)—tSo 
far ase the New York delegation :1s 
concerned, 90 votes which Charles F. 
Murphy carried around in his’ vest 
pocket, it has been a fight to the 
death against Willfam J. Bryan and 
those who are backing him in his 
fight against Murphy. Whatever the 
Tammany leader, who also controls 
the New York state organization, can 
do he will do to prevent Bryan from 
having any further influence in the 
national democratic organization. The 
declaration of Bryan yesterday that no 
man could afford to accept a nomina- 
tion at the hands of Murphy, followed 
today by the statement of the Nebras- 
Ka statesman in the convention that he 
would withdraw his support from any 
candidate who might have the backing 
of Murphy, has created the bitterest 
feeling against Mr. Bryan among the 
Tammany crowd. The New Yorkers 
declare he is bent on wrecking the 
democratic party. This feeling was 
expressed in a colloquy between two 
of the New York leaders this morning. 

“What can Bryan hope to accom- 
plish; we have got the votes to beat 
any candidate whdOm he may try to 
nominate,” said one. 

“Well,” was the reply of the other, 
‘he can follow the advice of former 
Governor David B. Hill. He once told 
me ‘When you don’t know what to do 
in any particular situation, you can 
go on the general principle of raising 
hell.’ ” 

Criticising Murphy's Tactics. 

Although they are all incensed by 
the attacks of Bryan on the New York 
delegation as a whole, some of them 
are also inclined to ertical of the 
tactics of Murphy in permitting Bryan 
to get away with his resolution put- 
ting the convention on record against 
the nomination of any man who might 
be considered to be under the domina- 
tion of Messrs. Ryan, Morgan or Bel- 
mont. It was a critical situation and 
Murphy and his advisers decided that 
the sting of the resolution would be 
taken out if they turned in and voted 
for it. 

The result has been, however, that 
many of the delegates from other 
states have gained the impression that 
the entire delegation from New York, 
voting. as it does, under the unit rule 
on the orders of Murphy, is affected 
with the Wall street taint.

SURPLUS OF $32,000,000 


FOR THE GOVERNMENT 


Washington, June 29.—The federal 
government closed the fiscal year to- 
day with a surplus of $32,000,000, ac- 
cording to estimates baseq on incom- 
plete returns from the various sources 
of. revenue the country over. This 
amount far exceeded the most san- 
guine expectations of Secretary Mac- 
Veagh, who, months ago, estimated 
that the surplus would be $10,250,000, 

The surplus at the close of the fiscal 
year 1911 was $45,682,000. 

The failure o: congress to pass the 
general deficiency ani other appre- 
priation bills which woula have cailed 
for large disbursemen‘; during ‘‘e 
closing days of the fiscal year helped 
ths government to pile up its surplus. 

Another big element in the figures 
was the corporation tax, which, it Is 
calculated, brought ia $27,000,000, 
against $33,000,000 last year. 

Customs receipts yielded about $310,- 
000,000 this fiscal year, against $314,- 
000,009 last year, while internal reve- 
nue taxes amount to  $292,000,000, 
against $289,000,000. 

The taxation. on beer indicated that 
the American people consumed 63,000,-.: 
000 barrels during the year. The gov- |

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UNDERWOOD MEN 
HOLDING THE KEY 


Senator Bankhead Says Other 
Candidates Must Yield, 


If Clark Wins, He Must Win 
at Once—It Is Said New 
York Will Never Go to Wil- 
son—Increasing Talk of a 
Dark Horse. 


Baltimore, June 29.—Wearied with 
their second struggle, lasting prac- 
tically all night, the leaders and main 
body of delegates were late in making 
their appearance at the main centers 
of activity this morning, and it was 
well toward noon before the work of 
consultation, conference and caucus 
was in full swing. The early birds, 
which included Chairman James, were 
again sanguine that a decisive ballot 
would be reached, and that the con- 
vention would conclude its labors. 
Already the exodus from Baltimore 
had begun and placards at every hand 
amnounced special trains carrying 
away large parties which had come to 
see a candidate chosen. 

It was the general feeling that if 
Clark wins he must win quickly.” A 
continued deadlock was the one thing 
which might eat away the command- 
ing lead he had already. established. 


The Problem Before Clark. 


The problem before the Clark forces 
was two-fold: 

First, to hold their present strength 
intact against defections: and, second, 
to add 176% votes to his 543 shown 
on the twelfth ballot to give him the 
necessary two-thirds majority. The 
Grst problem was not a menacing! one, 
but it haq its difficulties. The 90'New 
York votes with Clark from the tenth 
to the twelfth ballot were not re- 
garded as a dependable quantity if the 
struggle was prolonged, as the New 
Yorkers were still feeling their way, 
Clark if his forces 
could show an ability to concentrate 
the field, but not to remain with him 
indefinitely in a prolonged contest. 
Outside the New York acquisition, the 
main body of Clark men were holding 
together well, although it was sald 
some of them, who have formerly had 
strong Bryan affiliations, might de- 
velop a tendency to try Wilson if the 
contest was prolonged. These con- 
siderations led the Clark men to bend 
all their energies to finishing the con- 
test quickly. Underwood forces were 
looked upon as playing an important 
part in the present critical stage of 
the balloting. They were ystanding 
solidly, with no evidence of wavering 
Guring the early hours. 

Underwood orces Firm. 

But their 213 votes on the twelfth 
ballot made them in a sense the key 
to the Clark situation, for with them 
the Clark total would be augmented 
wel] along toward the necessary two- 
thirds. But at the Underwood headad- 
Quarters there was not the slightest 
indication of directing the vote as a 
balance of power among the other 
candidates. The sole idea was to keep 
the Underwood force together, in the 
belief that {t would gather strength 
from all quarters in case a break 
came from the candidates now in the 
lead. The reports were current early 
today that if Underwood would step 
aside for Clark the majority leader of 
the house would be named for the 
speakership. Clark supporters woulda 
not say whether these reports had 
any basis, but admitted that the Un- 
derwood people now held the key to 
the situation. 

Information was forthcoming this 
morning that one of the leaders of 
the movement for Mr. Underwood in 
one of the southern delegations would 
urge that the time had come to turn 
Underwood’s vote over to Mr. Clark 
on the ground that the floor leader's 
chances were only slight at the best 
in the face of Mr. Bryan's opposition, 
and that the logical nominee at this 
hour was Speaker Clark. 

Whether the effort to swing the 
Underwood vote to Clark would be 
successful, however, was a mattér of 


. rave doubt. 


New York Always Against Wilson. 

There is authority for a statement 
Made today by a member of Tammany 
Hall and concurred in by leaders of 
Speaker Clark’s campaign, that the 
New York vote wil] never go to Wil- 
gon, and that Tamany Hall would even 
prefer Bryan to the New Jersey gov- 
ernor.

June 30, 

1886—American Association vindi- 
cated Pitcher Tony Mullane, 
of Cincinnati, of. charges 
brought against him by a 
Cincinnati! newspaper.

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WHO WILL BE THE NOMINEE? 
NO ONE IN BALTIMORE KNOWS

June 29.—(Special.)—The

Edwin P. Ansley, well Known real 
estate man and developer, whose re- 
cent letter to President Wilmer L. 
Moore, of the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce, regarding a business rather 
than a political administration of city

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a SPITE of a popular belief to the contrary, the gas meter, all things considered, is the"most accurate and reliable measuring instru- 

ment made. If one hundred of the best watches were to be tested for accuracy alongside of one hundred gas meters for one, two or 
three years, under the same conditions—exposed to heat, cold, etc.—the meters would come out ahead, not in going fast, but in maintain- 
ing accuracy. 

The principle of a gas meter can be readily understood’ by comparing it to the principle upon which a pair of ordinary fire-place bellows work. In fact, the 
main feature of the meter is nothing more nor less than a circular bellows through which the gas passes to be measured. It is distinctly shown in the illustra- 
tion,above.

Sailer tt Satisfied With 
on ‘Semvice Reports 


Georgia Railway Co. and Gas 
Co. Offer Increased Amounts, 
But Not Sufficient to Earn- 
ings, Is Gen. Wright’s Opin- 
ion—Other Companies. — 


While the Georgia Railway and Elec- 
-fric Company and the Atlanta Gas 
Light Company have made increases 
Th their returns for taxation, as com- 
pared with last year, Comptroller W. 
A. Wright does not consider these in- 
creases sufficient in view of the in- 
‘creased gross and net earnings shown 
by the two companies, and will ask 
them for larger returns. 

The Georgia Railway and Electric 
Company returned its total property, 
including franchises this year at $9,- 
$86,500, an increase of about $386,000 
over 1911. The company shows an in- 
crease in its gross earnings of $415,000 
and in its net of about $140,000, the 
ross earnings for the year being $3,- 
721,064 and the net $1,078,713. In view 
of these increases the comptroller gen- 
eral thinks the return should be larger, 
and has suggested that President P. S. 
Arkwright take up the matter with 
him. 

The comptroller general holds a sim- 
flar view as to the tax return of the 
Atlanta Gas Light Company, which 
shows a total of $1,728,000. an increase 
of 8,000 over last year. But accord- 
ing. to the statement of the company’s 
gross and net earnings, Captain Wrighr 
thinks this return should also be in- 
creased. 

The corporations making their re- 
turns to the comptroller general are 
showing this year a spirit of compro- 
mise which may result in all differ- 
ences as to tax returns being -straight- 
ened out without the necessity of arbi- 
tration. 

The ‘Central of Georgia 
Company's return, for example, 
just been satisfactorily adjusted, the 
comptroller general accepting an in- 
crease of $700,000 over the return sub- 
mitted by the company. This brings 
the Central's total return, in round 
numbers, up to $22,155,000. 

The Athens Street Railway Company 
has consented to an increase of $225,- 
000 in its return. The original return 
was $400,000, and it is now brought up 
to $625,000. 

In several other instances 
railway corporations, similar settle- 
ments have been made between the 
comptrolier general and the company 
officials, with the result that satisfac- 
tory increases in returns have been 
secured without the necessity of re- 
sorting to arbitration. 

The settlememt of the returns of the 
Seaboard Air Line and the Atlantic 
Coast Line is still pending.

The Atlanta Federation of Trades

Talk is at last about to materialize | 
and Atlanta and Macon will soon be 
connected by an interurban railway 
only 87 miles [In length, 1. mile 
shorter than the present shortest route 
via the Southern railway. 

Ohicago ang. eastern capitalists who 
are back of the Atlanta and Macon 
Railway Company are ready to build 
now, it-is stated, and only await the 
clearing up of two legal formalities, 
when the work of construction will 
start at once’ and the road will be 
pushed to rapid compl: .ion 

The legal formalities to be disposed 
of are the Atlanta franchise and 
the approval by the railroad ocommis- 
sion of the proposed stock and bond 
issues. 


Everything else has been secured, 
By the purchase of the Georgia Securi- 
ties Company, the Atlanta and Macon 
Rallway Company, secured a number 
of franchise rights ang others have 
since been obtained by direct applica- 
tion to the municipalities through 
which the line is to pass. 

Not once has there been any ques- 
tion about the granting of these 
franchises; the communities interested 
were glad to give them because they 
realized the value and importance of 
the projected railway. 

Every franchise right, including en- 
trance to and terminals in the city of 
Macon, has ‘been secured ang the right- 
of-way is now in good shape right 
up to the city limits of Atlanta. 

Seon to Come Up. 

There has ben filed and is pending 
before the city council a petition for 
franchises in Atlanta. It is proposed 
to enter the city on the east, come in 
over streets very few of which are 
now used Dy trolley lines and to reach 
a terminus at the Equitable buildigg, 
Pryor and Edgewood avenue. 

This petition will be heard before 
the council committee early in July 
and a decision is expected before the 
ena of that month.

Told Police Judge That He 
Was Very Polite to the Of- 
ficers, and Looked So Decent 
That the Inspectors Never 
Suspected Him.

Paris, June 29.—(Special.)—A bur- 
glar who had plied his craft in Paris 
for eight years without being caught 
by the police, and who had a record of 
205 successful burglaries, has at last 
been brought to book. His astonishing 
record only came to light through his 
own confession, prompted by his pref- 
erence for deportation as against im- 
prisonment itn France. 

His claim to having committed 205 
burglaries was received by the judge 
with incredulity, and he was much 
hurt to have his title to the burgling 
championship disputed. “I have com- 
mitted 205 burglaries. I swear that I 
have,’ he said to the judge in answer 
to the first questions put to him. The 
judge asked him: “Were you not 
afraid of the police?” “I was,” he re- 
plied, “but I was always very polite to 
the policemen, and I always looked so 
decent that they would not have 
thought of suspecting me.” The police 
inspectors visited with their prisoner 
twenty-two houses and flats, and his 
allegations were found to be true. He 
had broken into all of them. He is, 
therefore, entitled to be called the 
champion burglar of the world, and to 
be gratified with a sentence to deporta- 
tion for life. 


OLD CHATEAU IS 
OPEN TO PUBLIC 


Originally Built in 1164 by 
Louis VII.—Its Histori- 
cal Traditions. 


Paris, June 29.—(Special.)—It will 
be of interest to visitors to Paris to 
learn that the public is now allowed 
admission to the donjon, or keep, of 
the Chateau of Vincennes, which is 
about 160 feet in height, and the walls 
of which are nearly 10 feet in thick- 
ness. A winding staircase with 217 
steps leads up the five stories to th» 
platform, from which a magnificent 
view is to ve obtained, but it is of 
course, the historic feature of this an- 
cient building which ts the great at- 
traction.

THE TEACHER AND THE RACE. 


fdward J. Tobin, superintendent of schools in Cook county, II- 
l:nois, having jurisdiction of instruction in that county outside of 
Chicago, will probably find himself generally commended for his 
declaration that no teacher shall officiate in the public schools under 
his authority at a salary of less than $50 a month. Superintendent 
Tobin holds that pay less that this means teachers of questionable 
competency.

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WOMEN LAWYERS FOR GEORGIA. 


Representative Beck, of Brooks county, has introduced in the 
house of representatives a bill [The Constitution hopes will become 
epochal. 
It provides that women be admitted to ite practice of law in 
Georgia upon a plane of exact equality with men, provfded they 
measure up to the regulations now standing. 

Last year a similar effort, to which this paper gave all of its 
enoouragement, failed of consummation, 

There is no-cause in logic or justice why women should not 
enter the courts of Georgia without prejudice as compared with men. 
In medicine, in the other protessions, in business generally, they 
compete with men and have demonstrated ability to hold their own. 
The law that bars them from legal practice in Georgia is an 
anachronism perpetuated by few other states. 

Even Russia—benighted Russia\as we love to call 1t—is prepar- 
ing to lift the ban. 

A woman will no more lose her femiginity in a court of justice 
than at a sick bed, at a business counsel or in the laboratory of 
science. 

Twaddle and blind prejudice are the mainstays of the argument 
against admission in Georgia. 

We trust, sincerely, that the general assembly wil] take cogni- 
zance of a demand that is really state-wide and pass the Beck bill. 
When so proved and conservative a jurist and patriarch as Judge 
John L. Hopkins, dean of the judiciary in Georgia, can plead for the 
principle the bill embodies, 1t should be necegsary to raise no turther 
advocacy in its behalf. 

Let us lift the ban and place Georgia by the side of the majority 
of enlightened commonwealths in America.

Gorgas applied them, with effect, in Hav ana, once the plague- 
spot of this hemisphere. o/ 

He drove them home with constructive emphasis at Pafama.

Zone had come to reconcile themselves to yellow fever as & dispen- 
sation of Providence. 

Gorgas has-changed their minds. 

Yellow fever is practically extinct on the isthmus. 

It has been shown that the thousands of French lives sacrificed 
to its maw while France was chasing 'the DeLesseps ignis fatuus 
might have been saved, had there been a Gorgas on the scene. 

Every vessel from every nation that goes, cargo-laden, through 
the canal, will owe a debt of gratitude to this unassuming American. 

Every city, every nation suffering from the penalty of dirt and 
disease will be under obligation to the Kentuckian who discovered 
that cleanliness is not only next to godliness, but to life itself.

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NEW COUNTY MOVEMENTS; 


SOME OF THEIR HISTORY 


Ever since the legislature created 
eight new counties several years ago 
there has not been a session without 
the introduction of two or three bills 
proposing other new county divisions, 
usually backed by some enterprising 
and progressive community, with am- 
bitions to become a county site. 

The latest of these to make its ap- 
pearance is “Barrow county,’ pro- 
posed to be made.from parts of Jack- 
gon, Walton ang Gwinnett, with Win- 
der as the county seat. Winder is one 
of the most enterprising of north 
Georgia communities, and its people 
are anxious for a courthouse. 

The legislature has, however, moved 
extremely slowly in the matter of 
creating further new counties, At the 
time the matter first came up it real- 
ized that there was some necessity for 
it in certain cases: certain towns had 
outgrown their secondary positions, 
and courthouses were so far away as 
to interfere with the transaction of 
business. 

Georgia was already plentifully sup- 
Plied with counties, and yet to meet 
the emergency -sislatufe agreed 
to an increase in the tiamber, limiting 
it at first to eight, an diater admit- 
ting one other, Ben Hill ,with Fitz- 
gerald as the county seat. 

Clamoring for new counties were 
some twenty thirty Georgia towns 
each pushing claims, and the situ- 
ation presented difficult problem tv 
the legislature.

“OLD MAN BEASLEY” HAS LIVED ONE HUNDRED YEARS 


ON THE SAME FARM ON WHICH HE WAS BORN 


Although He Has Passed the 
Century Mark, Remark- 
able Old Man Is Still 
Full of Life. 


By J. S&S. Kenan. 

Statesboro, Ga., June 29.— (Special) 
Born and raised to manhood—or it 
might well be said that he spent al- 
most his threescore years and ten— 
inan age whenthis country was tra- 
versed by no caflroads, when practical- 
ly no public roads marked the high- 
ways, the automobile was never 
dreamed of, an Edison to illuminate 
the world, an airship and wireless tel- 
egraphy would bave been looked upon 
as impossibilities, Prigden Beasley, 
who has outlived his allotment by one 
score and ten years, is now enjoying 
the wonders of the twentieth century. 
Though he has never seen an airship 
he has lived to see this section webbed 
with clay roads which are traveled 
daily by rural carriers delivering him 
‘daily newspapers telling of the won- 
ders of the airships and wireless tel- 
egraphy, and to have hie children, 
grandchildren and great-grandochildren 
visit him in automobiles, which is so 
different to the ancient mode of travel, 

Mr. Beasley celebrated his century 
mark on February 29, and though he 
does not bear the distinction of being 
the oldest man there is one feature in 
connection with his age that probably 
no living man can boast. He was born 
in the upper edge of Bulloch county, 
February 29, 1812, and it is this date 
that gives him some distinction. When 
it is considered that February 39 comes 
only every our years it will be seen 
that Mr. Beasley has lived 100 years 
and has had but twenty-four actual 
birthday celebrations, as the century 
year, 1900 was not aga leap year. 


Lived Og Same Piace For Century. 


Mr. Beasley was born on a farm and 
has lived in the same spot all these 
years. He was twice married—first 
toWMiss Martha Anderson, of this 
county, by whom three children—Mrs. 
Elizabeth Bird, of Orlando, Fla.; Mrs. 
M. J. Green, of Bulloch county, and 
Mrs. G. T. Brewton of McRae—now sur- 
vive. By his second wife, who was a 
Miss Roe, and fs still living, one son, 
D. O. Beasley, of Bulloch county, the 
only child of the second union, sur- 
vives. 

The accompanying photographs were 
taken at the celebration of his one 
hundredth a@nniversary. The old gen- 
tleman and his wife are shown stand- 
ing together. The group at the corner 
of the old log cabin which was built 
by Mr. Beasley, shows the old gentle- 
man and a large number of his de- 
scendants, tn which four generations 
are represented. Mr. Beasley is seen 
seated just behind a pet dog and 
has one of his great-grandsons on each 
side.of him. This was one of the hap- 
piest days in Mr. Beasley's long life. 
The scene at the “spread,” with Mr. 
Beasley sitting on the opposite side 
of the table from the great multitude, 
plainly demonstrates the high esteem 
in which this old gentleman is held. At 
this gathering it is estimated that over 
1,000 people were present, and it has 
gone down in the’ history of the fam- 
ily and friends as one of the biggest 
events of its kind ever held in this 
section. Notonly relatives but. friends 
from Bulloch and adjoining counties 
assembled to pay honor to the centena- 
rian.

He blamed his capture on the un- 
timely circumstance of running out 
of his supply of “dope” when his 
nerve began to falter and he needed 
something to brace him. When the 
criminal places so much reliance 
upon his “dope” that he credits every 
successful undértaking or blames 
every misfortune upon the supply or 
lack of supply, then there is a very 
serious problem confronting the po- 
lice of this country. 

A Terrible Warning. 

Ben Green's statement should be 
taken as a warning. Dr. M. C. Mar- 
tin, police surgeon of Atlanta, says 
95 per cent of the negroes sent to the 
city prison use dope in some form or 
other, and that 75 per cent of the 
whites are slaves to the drug. 

The most daring crimes in history 
have been recently attempted or per- 
petrated, the criminals working with 
amazing boldness in the hearts of the 
crowded cities and in daylight. The 
men have been credited with nerve 
surpassing anything displayed in the 
days of western trails, when road 
agents flourished and when “Hands 
up!” was a command to be obeyed 
by stage or engine driver. 

The police of New York and the 
Paris gendarmes have been startled 
by the raids of automobile bandits, 
and the minds of criminologists the 
world over have been set in motion 
trying to compare the nerve dis- 
played in these days by modern 
criminals with that of venturesome 
bandits of the old days. The old-time 
bandit would have branded some of

the modern crimes in tities today as 
hairbrained men gone mad with ambi- 
tion to rob. 

“Dope.” 


That’s the answer given by Police 
Surgeon Martin, who has studiously | 
observed all prisoners confined in the' 
police stations and in the city stock-|! 
ade. “The house-breaker who enters 
a residence as if he belonged there, 
and goes about a robbery just as| 
though he were acting within his own! 
rights, is working under a delusion,” | 
he says. “The mind of the man is | 
gripped with drugs and there ig no) 
physical fear in him. 

“Criminals of today study the ef- 
fect of drugs. They know their own 
weaknesses; they know when their 
own nerve will not meet the de 
mands upon it and , they fortify ac- 
cordingly. : 

“It is safe to say ‘that at least 40 
per cent of the bold house and store 
robberies are committed on the im- 
pulse by some dope fiend, who, for 
the time being, finds himself at once 
controlled by the impulse to steal 
and a drug-inspired confidence that 
he is master of any situation which 
confronts him. It is this audacity 
which astounds people and enables 
him, while amazement and fear para- 
lyzes those who may witness his -ac- 
tions, to make his get-away.” 


Hard on the Police. 


The police know that the drug 
peril is making their work harder 
and they are beginning to study it. 
The viciously inclined are the ones 
who “fall” for the drug quickest.

The des- 
perate alien criminal of the Slavish or 
Latin pace gets his nerve in whisky, 
a drink to which his ancestors were 
not accustomed. 

There wag a time in the Decatur 
street district when cocaine was ped- 
died about the streets and sold in 
drug stores like sugar, rice and the 
like is sold in groceries. That was 
before the city council adopted ordi- 
nances regulating the sale of cocaine 
and poisonous habit-forming drugs. 
The police have broken’ up the traffic 
to a great extent, but there are dozens 
of unscrupulous drug store owners 
and physicians who violate the law 
with impunity. 

Cocaine users turn up in the police 
court regularly. They always get into 
trouble just as soon as they get a 
sufficient supply of dope. Then they 
go to the workhouse, which serves as 
a sanitarium for them, and no doubt, 
by means of enforced abstinence and 
regular rest, prolongs their lives. 

Sociologists have found that done 
is the big problem with them fust 
as it is with the police. It is not to 
be inferred from this that al! users 
of dope are criminally inclined. ‘here 
are countless men—and women, too— 
whom physicians could point to, if 
they would, and say what form of 
drug they are addicted to, and yet 
they go through life without the fact 
becoming known or without getting 
into trouble with the police. 


Habit Easily Acquired. 


Just as the saloon loafer becomes 
a tippler so does the new recruit to 
criminal gangs, or haunts of men in 
conflict with the law, become a dope. 

The druggist ,who sells dope reaps 
a harvest, but “with every ounce he 
is sending a soul direct toehell. The 
local police have records of sales by 
druggists in.Atlanta. One druggist, 


recently involved, is said to have sold 


2°35 ounces in twelve months. It is 
estimated that the profit was not 
less than $]0,000. Another druggist 
is said to have bought $300 worth of 
cocaine in one month. Cocaine sells 
at about $3.60 an ounce. There are 
twelve ounces to the pound. A pound 
therefore costs $40. A physician con. 
nected with one of the largest hos- 
pitals in Atlanta said that the insti- 
tution did not use an ounce of cocaine 
in a month. 

The future will see more strin- 
gent laws to prevent the sale of habit- 
forming drugs to the fiend, but there 
will be a strong fight against such 
laws. There will be opposition from 
many quarters, but when the truth 
is known of the dreadful toll of souls 
claimed by drugs, there will come a 
demand for laws and for officials who 
will enforce the laws.

This is bad business policy for the girl who 
must look the coming years squarely in the 
face and make them yield her a living. Be- 
fore leaving her present position ehe should 
honestly and unflinchingly examine her #ea- 
sons for doing so and if they are not good, 
sound business reasons, if ¢Héy are mere 
whims, let her stick where she is. 

To change a position for better salary, 
other things being equal, for better surround- 
ings or more congenial work is allright. But 
to change for none of these reasons but for 
fancied slights or fresh excitement is unwise 

The longer a girl stays in a position, pro- 
vided she doesn’t fossilize, the more valuable 
she becomes. She knows the business better, 
her work begins to make an impression, she 
gets in line for promotion. Besides, the girl

Needle Books and Pin Balls.

J*or the needle book takea plece of celluloid 
by six inches, with pink edges. Feld 
to form a cover. Take two pieces of white 
flannel the same size. Scallop edges and but- 
tonhole with crochetisilk. "Put fiannel pieces 
inside cover to form leaves. Punch two tiny 
holes through the leaves and cover where 
they fold. Run ribbon through, making a 
bow. Fill leaves with assorted needles. On 
the outside of the book print with gold ink. 
“A Stitch in Time Saves Nine.” 

For the pin balls one skein of Saxony varn, 
one yard of three-fourths Inch ribbon. With 
the yarn wind six balls about the size of 
a walnut. Take six different lengths of rib- 
bon, the longest six inches. Turn under one 
end of each ribbon to form a point. «6ew 
balls to points. Sew the six ribbons together 
at the top and finish witha fancy bow. Stick 
different colored pins half way into the balls.

ALF a century ago meats were 
more highly esteemed than has 
been justified by more recent 
study and. experiment. Less 
protein appears to be required by the 
human body where the calorific value 
of the total food is high. Excessive 
protein maybe dangerous, in that it 
imposes undue exertion on some Of- 
gans of ¢he body. Thus, it would seem 
that health. as wel] as the increased 
cost of living, would induce the use of 
less meat than is customary in well-to- 
do American families. The people of 
the older and more densely settled coun- 
tries can give us the benefit of long 
experience in this direction. The rye 
bread of northern Europe, the oatmeal 
of the Scotch, the macaroni of the 
Italian show something of the virtues 
of the grains and their products, The 
per capita consumption of cheese 1s 
much. greater in Euroge than in this 
country. 

The leguminous plants are highly 
@ppreciated where meat is scarce; the 
lenti] is much used in the old world; 
beans and rice are combined by the 
Japanese and bean cheese is made in 
“hina. The peanut, through a legume, 
de rich in fat, hence more like nuts 
in composition. 

The use of nuts seems to be increasing 
rapidly, and since most of them con- 
tain much fat and considerable protein, 
Jess meat would be required where they 
constitute any considerable portion of 
the diet. 

Milk and its products and eggs con- 
tain much the same materials as meat, 
@nd may well-také its place to a large 
extent. The objection is likely to be 
raised that these are even more ex- 
pensive than the meats. But this is not 
certain in all cases, especially if we 
consider the larger proportion of non- 
edible matter in the average meats and 
the greater amount of labor and fuel 
required for their preparation. 

Even at their highest prices, eggs 
compare favorably with oys :rs, sweet- 
breads, tenderloin of meats, etc. An 
@verage lamb chop costs more than an 
egg,..and furnishes no more edible ma- 
terial if the fat, which is usually left 
on the plate, as well as the bone, is 
deducted. 

Fish is not always looked upon, as it 
should be. aS a meat eubstitute. It may 
not be as stimulating, and is not al- 
Ways so satisfying; but when fried, or 
served with good sauces and vegetables, 
meat is not required at the same meal. 

Smoked aid salted fish are so concen- 
trated that less is needed than Of fresh 
fish, which contains much water; and 


because of their flavor, a considerable 
quantity of cream sauce or milk gravy 
with a small portion ofgthe fish will pro- 
vide a savory dish, which may be sub- 
stituted for meat, even for dinner. 

The Hotel Monthly recently con- 
sidered ways and means to cure the 
‘‘meat-ridden menu,” and made these 
suggestions: For breakfast, more fruits 
and more cereals, served in different 
ways, while for luncheon, more atten- 
tion should he given to entrees and 
desserts. Rey’ 

Undoubtedly, : the hotels and restau- 
rants have helped tto educate Americans 
in meat-eating, for such foods usually 
are better cooked and served .ig public 
eating houses than are the cereals, 
fruits, vegetables and simpler “made 
dishes.’”’ 

How are we'to plan meals that will 
give sufficient nourishment without ex- 
ceeding a reasonable portion of the 
family income and at the same time 
have enough meat flavor to satisfy the 
average appetite? 

The wise housekeeper knows that a 
graded transition is far better than 
sudden changes in the family diet. She 
studies the relative nutritive value wf 
different foods and endeavors to sub- 
stitute the inexpensive for the costly, 
bait will see that form and flavor are 
so attractive that no disparaging com- 
ments are likely to be made.

According to the experts of the United 
States department of agriculture the 
equivalent of the so-called muscle-mak- 
ing Or protein material in a pound of 
average beef may be secured from any 
one of the following articles: 


2% quarts skimmed milk. 
9 eggs. 
% Ib. dried fish. 

1% Ibs. fresh, lean fish, 

2-3 ib. ordinary cheese. 

% Ib. peannt butter. 

2-3 pint dry beans, peas, cowpeas 
or lentils. # 


When the fat is also considered, still 
smaller quantities of some of these 
foods would be equivalent to the beef. 

Skimmed milk still rethins most of its 
protein matter and is as nourishing as 
most soups or broths, though less stimu- 
lating. Hence the wisdom of using 
milk for soups instead of buying meat 
on purpose to make soup stock. -Oyster 
soups or stews made with milk owe 
their nutritive value less to the*oysters 
than to the milk. Two quarts of skim- 
med milk con€ain more nourishment than 
a quart of oysters, which costs five or 
six times as much. 

Many a household would save money 
by buying milk enough to supply the 
same amount of cream that they now 
use. With a cream dipper the top of 
the bottle can be removed to the cream 
Pitcher. The remainder is then avail- 
able for soups, cocoa, white sauce, pud- 
dings, etc. 

We need to learn that a first course 
of soup consisting largely of milk, a 
cream cheese salad, or cheese crackers 
with the salad, er a dessert made of 
eggs, milk or cream, all are meat sub- 
Stitutes. Where such dishes form a 
large portion of the meal the meat well 
may be reduced to a minimum. Under 
such conditions it is perfectly legitimate 
to extend thee meat dish by sauce or 
gravy andgto add dumplings as in stews, 
a stuffing or crust for a meat pie or 
grain feod in any form, which increases 
the bulk of the meat dish without mate- 
Tially increasing the cost. 

How many housekeepers know how 
much meat per capita they provide 


for their families daily? Or what is 
considered to be a reasonable allow- 
ance? Should the women and children 
have as much as a man? What has 
been found a reasonable allowanee of 
meat for men actively employed in 
army and navy? How do our condi- 
tions differ from those of our neigh- 
bors?@ 

Such questions as these should be 
studied by the man who earns and the 
woman who spends for every family 
in the land. 

Fortunate is the woman who knows 
how much she can spend for food each 
week. Still more fortunate is she if 
she has learned to market wisely and 
to say no when she cannot afford to 


make a tentative menu for 
a single week. 

The breakfasts will be similar each 
day and consist of fruit, raw or 
cooked, cereal with cream, coffee if 
desired, and toast or muffins. Meat 
and potatoes are unnecessary but 
egezs in some form or a bit of bacon 


may be provNded occasionally.

served daily or whenever convenient. 

With a good gravy and biscuit a four- 
pound fowl should serve the family on 
Sunday, and enough be left for cro- 
quettes for Monday’s dinner. It is quite 
possible to add a little lamb, beef or 
veal left from a previous day if there 
is not quite chicken enough. Or a pound 
of neck or knuckle of veal might have 
been stewed with the fowl, but not put 
on the platter with it on Sunday, and 
then there would have been meat 
enough with the chicken gravy for a 
meat pie on Monday. 

The croquettes are substantia] enough 
for a dinner meat, though not com- 
monly used in this way. Any lack of 
protein would be supplied through the 
custard for dessert.

The cream soup foundation would 
come from the chicken on Sunday. Even 
a left-over croquette may have its 
brown crust removed and be added to 
the soup. The milk, which constitutes 
the main bulk of the soup, will provide 
sufficient nutritive material. The rice 
pudding is made without eggs, the rice 
being baked slowly in milk. Cocoa 
mixed with sugar is added during the 
last hour of cooking, and enough more 
milk that it may be soft and creamy.

The total meat for seven days would 
include a little dried beef or bacon, 
from one to two dozen eggs, a 4- 
pound fowl, 1% pounds of steak, 5 
pounds of forequarter of lamb and 2 
pounds of halibut. 

This would mean that five or six 
members of a family would receive 
about one-third of a pound of meat 
or fish daily. More cheese and peas 
and beans might have been included 
in the week's meals, if desired. 

Where still cheaper cuts of meat are 
provided, allowance must be made for 
the greater proportion of bone, and 
half a pound per person per day would 
be a reasonable allowance. 

Recognizing the relatively high price 
of steaks and chops, the housekeeper

will endeavor to reduce their use on 
her table. The aim should be to see 
that no scrap of meat, bone or fat 
purchased shall fail to serve some 
purpose as food. Country families 
having abundance of potatoes, and 
other vegetables manage to live com- 
fortably in many cases with still less 
meat than suggested above. 

Though We may secure adequate 
nutriment from other urces than 
meats, We must not forget/ that to those 
accustomed to its flav much pleas- 
ure would be lost we meat wholly 
stricken from the dajly menu. 
Therefore, if health and economy 
demand that less meat be used, some 
ingenuity is required on the part of 
so distribute its flavor 


be too apparent. 

Considerable attention also must be 
given to acquainting the family with 
flavors which too often are ignored. 
Minute quantities of salt and the dif- 
ferent peppers give a different effect 
when cooked into the foods than when 
they are applied outside by the eater— 
caramel, onion, tomato, mushrooms, 
herbs, curry rarely are used as intel- 
ligently as they deserve. 

Let us eee how we may make a 
small portion of meat flavor a large 
bulk of other food material. The carv- 
ing knife here is an important item; 
the sharper its edge the more slices a 
roast will yield. Yet these _§ slices, 
through which it is almost possible to 
see the plate, are usually more ace 
ceptable and satisfying, because they 
please the eye, than a thick, irregular 
chunk weighing twice as much. 

Meats which are not tender enough 
to serve as steaks. chops or roasts may 
contain less non-edible matter and be 
quite as nutritious as the more tender 
cute which cost much more per) pound. 

There are two wavs of preparing these 
tougher portions. They must be cook- 
ed slowly at low temperature, or 
lacking time for that, they must, be 
passed through the meat grin@er to 
divide the tough fibers. If the chop- 

ing is to be done in the market, the 
Saver does well to watch the process, 
and even then tough membranes and 
bits of gristle are likely to 320 
through with the rest At home all 
these portions may be trimmed 
and put in the soup Kettle and 
clear lean muscle with one-tenth 
much fat may be put through the 
grinder twice. Then it is ready to 
shape in small cakes for hamburg 
steaks, or in a larger mass for a can- 
nelon to roast, or to steam fora meat 
loaf to serve cold. All these may be 
made of veal or lamb as well_.as of 


beef. 


is little fat with the 
pork or bacon may be 
chopped with it. Often a considerable 
amount of breadcrumb is blended 
with the meat before it is put in 
shape for cooking. Seasoning of dif- 
ferent sorts and sauces of different 
kinds make possible a great variatiion 
in these fundamental preparations. 
For a meat loaf, with each pound of 
meat blend two ounces of fat suet or 
pork and chop fine,. mix with one- 
fourth cup fine crumbs, one teaspoon 
salt, one teaspoon mixed herbs or 
less and one beaten egg. Fill molds 
and steam from one to two hours. 
Any of the loaf left over may be cut 
in uniform pieces, dipped in egg and 
crumbs and fried in deep fat like 
croquettes or sauted in a little bacon 
Or ggusage fat.

Macaroni and Cheese. 
By Jane Eddington, 


ACARONI ts the bread of the 
M Italian laborer and has been de- 

scribed as a sort of luxury of 
the rich, for the reason that it is 
often cooked with sauces that require 
both care and condiments. 

Thirty years ago it was sometimes 
served to those who had learned to 
eat it In the place of soup. I was put 
in the soup plates and,a tomato sauce 
| was served over it. 

It is astonishing enough, considering 
the positive teaching against such an 
Operation, that macaroni! used ta be 
‘soaked in cold wateg before it was 
boiled, but people used to prepare it 
so, and some do even today. 

Macaroni, it is pretty general 
@greedy should be blanched by bo 
ing in considerable water and rapid- 


, for twenty minutes—rapid boiling 

hens the pleces from sticking to- 
gether—and then thoroughly rinsed 
and perhaps allowed to stand for a 
few minutes in cold water. 


There are a great number of ways 
of preparing macaroni and cheese, and 
with the exception of tomato, nothing 
goes so well with macaroni as does 
this food. It is a valuable food of 
itself, and is cheap and nutritious. It 
is combined with cheese, which fur- 
nishes the fat it lacks to make a per- 
fect food. 

Boiled Macaroni and Cheese—A half 
pound package is enough for four or 
five persons. Break or-not, according 
to your custom—most Americans pre- 
fer to break it into convenient lengths 

and put into plenty of boiling water, 
three or four quarts. Adgq a large tea- 
spoon of salt and let boil from twenty 
to twenty-five minutes. Drain and 
rince with cold water. Make a pint 
of wine sause, or use butter alone— 
tablespoon—in a pint of milk, to which 
add half a pound of grated cheese and 
the macaroni, Cogk until thoroughly 
heated through in a double boiler, and 
season with salt and pepper if de- 
sired. 


Baked Macaroni and Cheese—Use 
e saine ingredients and prepare the 
macaroni as above. Put the macaroni 
and cheese together in layers in a 
baking dish, a layer of macaroni first 
ang also last. Cut butter into bits and 
put over top. Add a cup of milk for 
a half a pound o¢ macaroni and the 
same of cheese gor a little more, and 
bake till a golden brown. Serve in 
the dish in which it is baked. If cream 
is used instead of milk, the dish is a

Savory Macaroni (Naples Recipe)— 
Blanch six ounces Of Naples macaroni 
in two quarts of boiling water with a 
tablespoon of salt in. it. Let it remain 
till cold and drain in a sieve. Put it 
into an enameled Saucepan with two 
ounces of butter and stir over the fire 
until the butter is absorbed. Then add 
a quart of new milk and simmer gen- 
tly till tender (about an hour and a 
half.) Add .a teaspoon of flour of 
'mustard, a tablespoon of white pepper, 
the sixth part of a nutmeg, grated, a 
grain of cayehne, three ounces of 
grated Parmesan cheese and two fresh 
eggs, beaten with a gill of thick cream.
